Over German Note Results 
| it Victory for Wilson 


Washington, —Seoretary of State 
Bryan. late Tuesday, June 8, submitted 
his’ resignation to President Wilson, 
and it was accepted. 

, This’ action followed the President’s 
insistence on his own wording of the 
United States rejoinder to Germany on 
the note regarding the sinking of the 
Lusitania, 

Washington—At the conclusion of 
gn extended Cabinet meeting June 8, 


* “Presitent Wilson caused Secretary Tu- 


moult =#anounee that his rejoinder 
to Germany was eomplete. 

“But the Cabinet is not unanimous in 
its approval of the President’s latest 
eommunication. Secretary Bryan left 
' the White House at the close of the 
‘ @onference, determined to fight for a 
,modification of the note up to the 
moment it is cabled to Berlin, 

It is understood that as the Presi- 
dent’s new note now stands, it firmly 
reiterates the rights of the United 
States under international law as set 
forth in previous eommunications. 

' Beeretary Bryan believes the United 
States to be on record as favoring ar- 
bitration. If this is so, he believes it 
.is mockery to forward a rejoinder whieh 
' is considers to be an untimatum. 

The position taken by the Secretary 
ef State came as a complete surprise 
to the President. Bryan was known to 
favor arbitration, but heretofore he 
has stopped short in his fight for this 
principle when a majority of the Cab- 
inet disagreed with him.. 

The President expected his action to 
be ‘the same in the present instance. 

The delay of Bryan in arriving for 
the meeting was the first intimation 
that there was a break as to the posi- 
tion this Government should take in 
meeting Germany’s answer to the Lusi- 
tania note. 

It was then remored that Pryan had 
informed the President flatly that he 
would not stand for the rejoinder ‘as 
now framed. 

At noon, an hour after the Cabinet 
meeting was scheduled, Bryan left his 
offiee. His faee was flushed, his firm 
mouth was drawn in a tight line, his 
features wore set: 

To all inquiries be responded with 
nothing more than a negative shake of 


his lad. 
For more than an hour the doors of 
the Cabinet room were closed afteer 


Bryan entered, Not a murmur of the 
(discussion going on around the table 
was permitted to leak out. 

At last the door opened with a bang. 
Secretaries McAdoo and Redfield were 
the first to emerge. 

Upon being questioned, they re 
ferred all inquiries to the President. 

Secretary Garrison came out alone. 
He refused petulantly to say a word. 

After an interval of ten minutes See- 
retaries Daniels and Wilson came out, 
then Attorney-General Gregory. 

Bringing up the rear was Bryan. His 
face was still set, his collar was wilted 
and damp, his face perspiring. 

‘‘Was the note completed?’’ Bryan 
was asked. 

‘‘T cannot discuss what transpired 
at the Cabinet meetitng,’’ he answered 
sharply. 

Bryan joined Secretary Lane, who 
then appeared, and entered the car- 
riage to drive to the club for luncheon. 
Ordinarily, Bryan goes from the Cabi- 
net meeting back to his office for a 
glass of milk and a sandwich. 

It is understood that Bryan presented 
to the Cabinet a memorandum justify- 
ing his views that the rejoinder as now 
framed is not of the character that the 
United States should send. By execut- 
ing arbitration treaties with a majority 
of the countries of the world, the 
United States has taken the direct po- 
sition of being against war, he held. 

Bryan is understood to have urged 
that the United States could stand 
firmly on its rights and still not close 
the door to any explanation Germany 
might make. 

He took the position that this Gov- 
ernment should avoid putting Germany 
in a position where it could not explain 
and meet the United States half way in 
remedying the conditions complained of. 

Secretary Bryan pointed out tha 
Germany had accepted the principles 
of the arbitration treaties of this Gov- 
ernment and haa failed to execute 
such an agreement only because of the 
outbreak of the European war. 

The allied powers have such treaties, 
so Bryan insisted that Germany should 
not be denied the same advantages and 
rights.

RUSSIANS BACK 


ionden Military Experts Doubt 


Ability of Czar’s Armies 
to Free Themselves 


London.—lLemberg is now the  ob- 
jective of the Austro-German armies in 
Galicia and toward that -city the Rus- 
sian armies are retreating, fighting des- 
perate rear guard actions to delay the 
Tenton advance. 

The tremendous drive under which 
Przemysl fell so suddenly, to the amaze- 
ment of every capital in Europe, con- 
tinues with unabated force. Within 
twenty-four hours of its surrender four 
Austro-German army corps’ swept 
through the captured forces on the 
heels of the retreating Russians. 

After terrific fighting south of Prze- 
mys! General von Linsengen’s army 
forced a erossing of the lower Stry, 
northeast of Stryj, and is advancing on 
the last Galician city left in Russian 
hands. The advance guard of Von Lin- 
sengen’s army is reported to have 


reached the Dniester line, only 25 miles 
from Lemberg . 

North of Przemysl and east of the 
San General Mackensen has driven a 
wedge between the Russians operating

Tin Grows Scarce. 

With regard to the future use of tin, 
it may be said that we are dealing 
with the one metal whose known ore 
reserves are entirely inadequate to 
even the present demands, and that 
unless some new source of supply is 
developed very soon we may expect 
to find that tin is a very scarce metal 
indeed. Of the present sources of 
tin supply, most are either stationary 
or receding in output, Bolivia being 
the only one which gives promise of 
permanency and of future growth. 


Under these conditions the question of 
substitute metals becomes of impor-

New Fishing Grounds Found. 

During the summer of 1914 the de 
partment of commerce, through the 
bureau of fisheries, conducted an ex- 
ploration of certain fishery grounds 
off the coast of Oregonand Washing. 
ton to determine, particularly, if hali- 
but were present in sufficient quantt 
ties to support a fishery. The fishery 
steamer Albatross was used for this 
survey. 

A halibut ground was found off 
Newport, Ore., covering an area of 
approximatety..256 square miles. As 
an immediate result of the Albatross 
findings, fishermen made 21 trips te 
the ground, taking about 850,000 
pounds of halibut, valued at about 
$24,000. Trips yielding 40,000 pounds 
were made in four days or less. Ir- 
respective of the abundance of fish, 
weather conditions and the lack of 
harbors will inhibit fishing excepting 
from April to October. 

Several smaller areas off Grays har- 
bor and Coos bay may be expected to 
produce halibut in limited numbers, 
and the entire coast of Oregon was 
found to abound in flounders, soles, 
rock cod and black cod—a valuable 
food supply when market conditions 
warrant its exploitation. 


Advice to Housewives. 

Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
{Vrooman says that the American 
housewife could materially reduce the 
cost of living if she were to get the 
flour-mixing habit. 

“There are some thirty substitutes 
that can be mixed with wheat flour 
‘In making bread,” he says. ‘Many of 
\these are more nutritious than wheat 
flour; some of them are cheaper than 
| wheat flour, and of these two or three 
at least are commercially obtainable 
almost anywhere. 

“Potatoes, corn flour, and rice can 
be used with profit in mixture with 
wheat flour in making yeast bread. 
| With wheat flour as dear as it is now, 
the careful housewife stands to effect 
|quite a saving by using one of these 
| products to eke out her wheat flour. 
| Experiments have shown that the sub- 
stitutes can be used successfully in 
the proportion of one part to three 
‘parts of wheat flour. At least three- 
fourths of the mixture must be good 
wheat flour.”
